the  bitter  fruits  of  civil 
discrimination  and  mob  violence. 

We  believe  that  the  Consitution 
of  the  United  States  was  divinely 
inspired,  that  it  was  produced  by 
“wise  men”  whom  God  raised  up 
for  this  “very  purpose,”  and  that 
the  principles  embodied  in  the 
Consititution  are  so  fundamental 
and  important  that,  if  possible, 
they  should  be  extended  “for  the 
right  and  protection”  of  all 
mankind. 

In  revelations  received  by  the 
first  prophet  of  the  Church  in  this 
dispensation,  Joseph  Smith 
(1805-1844),  the  Lord  made  it 
clear  that  it  is  “not  right  that  any 
man  should  be  in  bondage  one  to 
another.”  These  words  were 
spoken  prior  to  the  Civil  War. 
From  these  and  other  revelations 
have  sprung  the  Church’s  deep 
and  historic  concern  with  man’s 
free  agency  and  our  commitment 
to  the  sacred  principles  of  the 
Constitution. 


It  follows,  therefore,  that  we 
believe  the  Negro,  as  well  as  those 
of  other  races,  should  have  his  full 
Constitutional  privileges  as  a 
member  of  society.  And  we  hope 
that  members  of  the  Church 
everywhere  will  do  their  part  as 
citizens  to  see  that  these  rights  are 
held  inviolate.  Each  citizen  must 
have  equal  opportunities  and 
protection  under  the  law  with 
reference  to  civil  rights. 

However,  matters  of  faith, 
conscience,  and  theology  are  not 
within  the  purview  of  the  civil 
law.  The  first  amendment  of  the 
Constitution  specifically  provides 
that  “Congress  shall  make  no  law 
respecting  an  establishment  of 
religion,  or  prohibiting  the  free 
exercise  thereof.” 

The  position  of  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
affecting  those  of  the  Negro  race 
who  choose  to  join  the  Church 
falls  wholly  within  the  category  of 
religion.  It  has  no  bearing  upon 


matters  of  civil  rights.  In  no  case 
or  degree  does  it  deny  to  the 
Negro  his  full  privileges  as  a 
citizen  of  the  nation. 

This  position  has  no  relevancy 
whatever  to  those  who  do  not 
wish  to  join  the  Church.  Those 
individuals,  we  suppose,  do  not 
believe  in  the  divine  origin  and 
nature  of  the  Church,  nor  that  we 
have  the  priesthood  of  God. 
Therefore,  if  they  feel  we  have  no 
priesthood,  they  should  have  no 
concern  with  any  aspect  of  our 
theology  on  priesthood  so  long  as 
that  theology  does  not  deny  any 
man  his  Constitutional  privileges. 

A word  of  explanation 
concerning  the  position  of  the 
Church: 

The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  owes  its  origin, 
its  existence,  and  its  hope  for  the 
future  to  the  principles  of 
continuous  revelation.  “We 
believe  all  that  God  has  revealed, 
all  that  He  does  now  reveal,  and 


we  believe  that  He  will  yet  reveal 
many  great  and  important  things 
pertaining  to  the  Kingdom  of 
God.” 

From  the  beginning  of  this 
dispensation,  Joseph  Smith  and  all 
succeeding  presidents  of  the 
Church  have  taught  that  Negroes, 
while  spirit  children  of  a common 
Father,  and  the  progeny  of  our 
earthly  parents  Adam  and  Eve, 
were  not  yet  to  receive  the 
priesthood  for  reasons  which  we 
believe  are  known  to  God,  but 
which  He  has  not  made  fully 
known  to  man. 

Our  living  prophet,  President 
David  O.  McKay,  has  said,  “The 
seeming  discrimination  by  the 
Church  toward  the  Negro  is  not 
something  which  originated  with 
man;  but  goes  back  into  the 
beginning  with  God  ...” 

“Revelation  assures  us  that  this 
plan  antedates  man’s  mortal

Three  of  the  five  girls 
asphyxiated  Friday  morning  in 
their  apartment  at  442  N.  400  E., 
are  reported  in  satisfactory 
conditional  at  the  Utah  Valley 
Hospital  Intensive  Care  Ward, 
according  to  hospital  authorities. 

The  three  girls  are  Alice  Colleen 
Whitney,  a sophomore  in  clothing 
and  textiles  from  Sanford,  Colo., 
Becky  Petty,  a teacher  at  Farrer 
Junior  High  School  in  Provo  and 
Connie  Carter,  a junior  in  business 
and  finance  from  Bayfield,  Colo. 

Another  girl,  Bonnie  Flick,  a 
senior  in  accounting  from  Spring 
Valley,  Calif.,  is  still  in  fair 
condition  at  Utah  Valley  Hospital. 

Teresa  Bamberg,  a roommate 
and  a freshman  from  Santa  Clara, 
Calif.,  who  came  to  the  Health 
Center  early  Friday,  is  in 


satisfactory  condition  at  the  BYU 
Health  Center. 

Two  of  the  girls  were  taken  to 
BYU  Health  Center  which  sent 
them  to  the  Utah  Valley  Hospital. 
The  others  were  sent  directly  to 
Utah  Valley.  Lt.  Kelshaw, 
investigating  officer  for  BYU 
Security,  reports  that  one  of  the 
girls  stopped  breathing  on  the  way 
to  the  hospital  but  was  revived. 

According  to  Wayne  Hansen, 
division  manager  of  Mountain 
Fuel  and  Supply  Company,  the 
furnace  was  in  good  order  except 
for  three  things:  the  fresh  air 
intake  was  obstructed  by  the  girls’ 
suitcases,  the  filters  were  plugged 
and  the  door  to  the  blower 
compartment  was  removed. 

In  his  statement  Hansen  said: 
“These  conditions  may  have 


caused  improper  combusion  and 
these  products  of  combustion 
may  have  been  circulated  into  the 
living  quarters.”  But  when  the 
fuel  company  investigators  arrived 
the  room  had  been  aired  out  and 
there  was  no  trace  of  gas. 

The  deadly  gas  was  not  the 
natural  gas  that  warmed  the  room, 
but  carbon  monoxide  or  a similar 
gas  caused  by  improper 
combusion,  he  said. 

Hansen  checked  the  condition 
of  heaters  in  some  of  the  other 
rooms  of  the  apartment  complex, 
and  found  some  of  the  same 
faulty  conditions. 

He  said  apartment  dwellers  in 
the  Provo  area  should  check  to  see 
if  the  same  conditions  exist  where 
they  live.  If  so,  they  should  be 
corrected.

named  vice-chairman  and  Carol  T. 
Smith,  assistant  professor  of 
library  and  information  science, 
was  elected  secretary. 

The  new  chairman  explained 
that  the  Council  is  made  up  of  43 
faculty  members  elected  for 
three-year  terms,  one-third  being 
replaced  each  year. 

“This  is  to  assure  a reasonable 
turnover  and  yet  allow  the  faculty 
members  enough  time  to  know 
how  the  council  works,” 
explained  Dr.  Ballif. 

He  also  explained  that  the 
faculties  of  each  of  the  13 
academic  colleges  elected  their 
representatives  to  the  council 
according  to  the  number  of 
faculty  members  in  the  college. 
Dr.  Ballif  and  his  officers  were 


then  chosen  by  these 
representatives. 

“There  has  always  been  a need 
for  the  administration  to 
understand  the  needs  and 
concerns  of  the  faculty,”  added 
Dr.  Ballif  in  explaining  why  the 
Council  was  formed.  He  said  that 
this  was  especially  true  now 
because  the  growth  of  the  faculty 
did  not  allow  the  best 
communications  in  open  faculty 
meetings. 

As  far  as  faculty  opinion  was 
concerned,  Ballif  said  that  he  felt 
that  they  were  pleased  with  the 
opportunity  that  the  council 
presented. 

“It  is  an  advisory  council,  and 
we  realized  this,  but  the  reaction 
is  positive,”  he  noted. 


While  the  organization  and 
operation  of  the  Council  has  not 
yet  been  perfected.  Dr.  Ballif  said 
that  one  of  the  first  problems  it 
will  tackle  immediately  is  the 
possible  change  in  the  academic 
calendar. 

He  said  that  the  faculty  is 
concerned  with  the  present 
semester  situation,  and  that  the 
council  has  been  charged  by  the 
Administration  to  investigate  the 
problems  involved. 

The  council  also  intends  to  seek 
out  student  opinions  whenever  it 
is  possible. 

“Dr.  Goodman  and  I have 
already  met  with  the  Student 
Council,”  said  Ballif.  “We  are 
anxious  for  all  the  student  input 
we  can  get.”

Considering  the  many  elevators 
we  have  on  a campus  this  size,  we 
are  fortunate  to  have  them 
working  better  than  80%  of  the 
time.  (And  that’s  better  than 
walking  up  and  down  stairs  100% 
of  the  time!)  We  also  feel  that  20 
minutes  was  a reasonable  time  to 
get  qualified  repairmen  there  to 
work  on  the  elevators,  assuming  it 
took  that  long.

The  UNIVERSE  of  January  6 
published  h letter  signed  by 
Kenneth  Henderson  wherein  he 
expressed  his  concern  over  a 
statement  read  by  his  bishop  in 
which  I was  quoted  as  saying  that 
parking  restrictions  are  enforced 
on  Sunday. 

The  parking  restriction  which  is 
enforced  on  Sunday ,:  found  in  the' 
parking  regulation  booklet,  is  as 
follows:  “Zone  A (blue 
decal)— this  zone  is  reserved  for 
staff  parking  only  24  hours  a day 
except  on  Tuesday  after  6:00 
p.m.  and  all  day  Sunday,  when  it 
is  open  to  cars  bearing  B and  D 
permits.”  This  regulation  was 
written  to  accommodate  those 
who  attend  church  on  campus. 

Those  who  have  no  parking 
permits- -blit  ijiave  registered  their 
vehicles  are''-, entitled  to  park  in  B 
zones  at  any  time  except  between 
6:00  a.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  on 
school  days. 

My  letter  to  the  bishops  was 
brought  about  by  an  apparent 
belief  by  many  that  parking  and 
traffic  regulations  in  general  were 
suspended  during  church  services, 
resulting  in  vehicles  being  parked 
in  yellow  zones,  service  areas,  on 
sidewalks  and  on  top  of  traffic 
islands.  My  letter  was  admittedly 
written  in  the  mistaken  belief  that 
everyone  who  drives  on  campus 
had  acquainted  himself  with  the 
parking  regulations.  The  letter  was 
written  with  the  hope  of  soliciting 
the  cooperation  of  those  involved, 
thereby  avoiding  the  unpleasant 
experience  of  being  cited. 

I hope  that  this  clarification 
alleviates  the  concern  of  Brother 
Henderson  and  others  who  have 
apparently  not  availed  themselves 
of  a copy  of  the  traffic  regulations 
booklet  which  was  available  at 
registration  and  is  available  at  the 
Security  Office  and  the  Wilkinson 
Center  main  desk.

Mark  Ginsberg,  studentbody 
president  at  the  University  of 
Arizona,  was  arrested  Friday 
night,  along  with  five  other 
persons,  on  -charges  of  rioting 
during  the  Arizona-Brigham 
Young  University  basketball  game 
Thursday  night. 

Three  other  persons,  among 
them  president  of  the  Black 
Student  Union,  Gale  Dean,  were 
also  being  sought  by  the  police. 
The  Black  Student  Union  was  the 
organization  responsible  for  the 
demonstration  against  alleged 
racial  discrimination  by  the 
Mormon  school. 

Arrested  were  Ginsberg,  25,  his 
executive  assistant,  Charles  W. 
White,  22,  studentbody 
vice-president,  Charles  Mabry,  24, 
Bobby  R.  Colston,  27,  Sylvia 
Goodwin,  2 1 , and  Francis  Carlos 
Wood,  age  unavailable.  All  but 
Wood  are  University  of  Arizona 
students.  Ginsberg  is  charged  with 
inciting  a riot  while  the  others  are 
charged  with  rioting.  Both  are 
felonies.

Cougars  Hit  WAC  Celia

The  Cougars  were  unable  to 
break  the  sports  jinx  that  the 
Arizona  country  holds  over  BYU 
as  they  were  clobbered  by  the 
Arizona  State  Sun  Devils  98-88. 

The  BYU  baseball,  football  and 
even  basketball  teams  have  not 
been  able  to  return  from  Arizona 
with  a victory  in  quite  a while. 

Watts’  cagers,  coming  near  the 
end  of  their  long,  long  road  trip, 
are  currently  4-9  on  the  season 
and  0-3  in  WAC  play.  They  have 
lost  7 of  their  last  9 ballgames 
since  leaving  the  friendly  confines 
of  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

The  Cougars  were  caught 
literally  flat-footed  by  the  Sun 
Devils  as  they  were  completely 
out-rebounded  on  the  offensive 
boards  and  lost  the  overall 
rebounding  64-47  to  the  Devils. 
The  Devils  were  able  to  put  up 
three  and  four  shots  as  they 
continually  came  down  with  the 
ball. 

Forced  to  play  catch-up  ball 
from  the  opening  basket,  the  BYU 
squad  even  took  the  lead  in 
several  places  but  the  tough  Sun 
Devils,  led  by  a 36  point  effort  by 
Seabern  Hill,  fought  back  into  the 
lead. 

The  Sun  Devils  jumped  off  to  a 
quick  9-0  lead  but  BYU  came 
back  and  took  a one  point  lead  at 
15-14.  The  Cougars  then  cooled 
off  and  ASU  jumped  out  to  a 
quick  11 -point  lead  which  the 
Cats  couldn’t  overcome.  Doug 
Howard  threw  in  two  free  throws 
with  about  three  minutes 
remaining  to  pull  the  Cats  within 
two  at  86-84. 

The  two  teams  then  traded 
baskets  but  the  Sun  Devils 
dropped  in  ten  points  in  the  last 
2:45  of  the  game  while  BYU  only 
got  two.  ASU  went  into  a freeze 
with  a four-point  lead  and  the 
Cougars  were  forced  to  foul  to  get 
the  ball.

President  McKay  has  also  said, 
“Sometime  in  God’s  eternal  plan, 
the  Negro  will  be  given  the  right 
to  hold  the  priesthood.” 

Until  God  reveals  His  will  in  this 
matter  to  him  whom  we  sustain  as 
a prophet,  we  are  bound  by  that 
same  will.  Priesthood,  when  it  is 
conferred  on  any  man,  comes  as  a 
blessing  from  God,  not  of  men. 

We  feel  nothing  but  love, 
compassion,  and  the  deepest 
appreciation  for  the  rich  talents, 
endowments,  and  the  earnest 
strivings  of  our  Negro  brothers 
and  sisters.  We  are  eager  to  share 
with  men  of  all  races  the  blessings 
of  the  Gospel.  We  have  no 


r a cially-segregated  congregations. 

Were  we  the  leaders  of  an 
enterprise  created  by  ourselves 
and  operated  only  according  to 
our  own  earthly  wisdom,  it  would 
be  a simple  thing  to  act  according 
to  popular  will.  But  we  believe 
that  this  work  is  directed  by  God 
and  that  the  conferring  of  the 
priesthood  must  await  His 
revelation.  To  do  otherwise  would 
be  to  deny  the  very  premise  on 
which  the  Church  is  established. 


We  recognize  that  those  who  do 
not  accept  the  principle  of 
modern  revelation  may  oppose 
our  point  of  view.  We  repeat  that 
such  would  not  wish  for 
membership  in  the  Church,  and 
therefore  the  qustion  of 
priesthood  should  hold  no  interest
